I eapatty be as ital ee the author of the State Board of Control 
and the state controller ang treasurer, as the funds of the insane 
asylums or penitentiaries? Is it because under the present method 
large sums of money that should be kept in the state treasury are 
allowed to lie in the private bank of the treasurer of the university ? 
The people of this state do not know, perhaps, that the State Uni- 
versity is a law unto itself and no one, not even Governor Johnson, 
has dared to lay hands upon it, or to interfere in its system. During 
the last session of the Legislature Assemblyman D. Tullock and in 
previous sessions other assemblymen and senators, have tried to force 
the university to pass its funds through the state officers, but no 
one has been able to even get any such bill out of the committee to 
which it was referred, and the introducers have been advised to drop 
the matter. 

The result of this careless and slipshod method of doing business 
is defaleations from time to time like the present, though usually the 
state is less fortunate as to the amount and the bond than appears 
to be the case now. Why should any banker have special privileges

LOOTING THE UNIVERSITY. 


Once more the public is informed that a cashier of the State 


University is short in his funds, and the only consolation is that the 
sum is only $10,000 and is covered by a bond. It is not many years 
since the readers of the daily papers in California were astonished 
to learn that a check of Mrs. Hearst’s for a large sum had turned 
up at a racetrack at that time in full operation at Emeryville. As 
Mrs. Hearst was not supposed to be a patron of that institution, an 
investigation followed and it was discovered that the secretary of 
Caslier, or whatever his title may have been, of the university had 
appropriated that check and a number of others, reaching over 
$50,000, and had squandered it in betting on the track. It was also 
discovered about the same time that no bond was extant to cover the 
shortage, the only bond that the defaulter had given*being for some 
$5000,.and the time on that had expired. So the state was short 
some $50,000 and more. 

During a session of the Legislature, held shortly after that affair, 
Senator Carter of Los Angeles investigated the affairs of the uni- 
versity and he found, if we recall the incident correctly, that a sum 
of $40,000 had been loaned, we believe in Fresno county, but no one 
had bothered about the mortgage and it had lapsed through the 
statute of limitations. The result was another loss to the university. 
In fact the losses amounted to over $100,000. It was then proposed 
by Judge Stack, A. W. Foster and other regents that the regents, 
having by their carelessness allowed the state school to lose the 
money, they should repay it, but Governor Pardee, who was then in 
office, and who had been a regent and would have had to pay his 
share, bitterly opposed the idea and the late Senator Rowell of Fresno 
joined in the protest and the money was voted out of the treasury 
instead. The defaulting secretary, who had never legally held the 
office to begin with, was sent to San Quentin and everything contin- 
ued merrily and illegally as before. 

Now why, may we ask, should not the funds of the State Uni-

and receiving money from the state taxes be exempt from having 
its affairs examined and audited by the state’s officers? 

President Wilson seems to have been signally unfortunate in 
picking out Cabinet officers. McReynoldg, who tried to smother 
the Diggs-Caminetti case and the Western Fuel cases, has now in- 
sulted former Governor Folk and Senators Norris and Kern. As 
they are all Democrats, and called to see him on official business, 
it seems to be simply a case of the big head, a disease that is epi- 
demic in the Wilson Cabinet. 


GOMPERS WINS. 


While there will be general rejoicing that Samuel Gompers and 
his fellow labor leaders have won their suit against the contempt 
proceedings instituted by the Buck Stove and Range Company, yet 
it is to be regretted that the final verdict has come down from the 
Supreme Court on a technicality, and that therefore the main point 
at issue, that of the boycotting of the stove company, is not yet 
settled definitely. It is true, of course, that the boycott was for- 
bidden years ago, but the question how far the decision of the court 
is applicable and what constitutes contempt has not yet been settled; 
because the Supreme Court has dismissed the appeal on the ground 
that the statutes of limitations applied and that the suit for contempt 
not having been begun within three years of the time when the 
alleged contempt was committed, it was barred by time. 

As a part of the alleged contempt was the publishing of a cir- 
cular announcing the boycott, and as it was also charged that an 
address made at a public labor meeting calling for a boycott of the 
stoves was contempt, it would have been better if it had been pos- 
sible to ascertain the views of the court on those points instead of! 
dropping the matter through a technicality. 

The decision, however, shows that the courts are not as one- 
sided and unfair as is sometimes claimed by those who are dissatis- 
fied with their decisions. As a matter of fact, if we do not forget 
that the courts are to construe the law and are not responsible for 
what it prescribes, we shall not be apt, as we sometimes are, to de- 
nounce them for their decisions. As a rule the American courts are 
fair and honest, and if all people thought alike, or if it were possible 
to frame a law that would mean the same thing to all people, it is 
evident that we should need no courts. But no one so far has made 
that clajm and if we admit the necessity for courts we must admit 
that there are cases that demand their services, and while it might 
be more agreeable always to have them decide in our favor, and as 
we would like them, it is possible that we are no more infallible in 
our judgment of what is right than our neighbor aad that the prin- 
ciple of giving and taking is, after all, the one which comes the near- 
est to exact justice so far as man can be exactly just. 


NO REASON FOR PARTISANSHIP. 


It is announced that there is not likely to bea ny candidate for 
state controller in opposition to the present incumbent, J. S. Cham- 
bers. There is no reason why there should be. It matters very little 
what the controller’s views are on the tariff, on the new banking 
law, on the free toll for ships, or on the work done by the Progressive 
party in California, but it matters a great deal that he should be 
honest, competent and the right man for the place. There are a 
number of state offices of which that is true. The judiciary and the 
schools have been taken out of politics and there is no reason why the 
controller, surveyor general and treasurer should not follow. 

The present controller was appointed to his post at the time of 
the death of Controller Nye, who in his turn was appointed to suc- 
ceed the late J. Colgan. All three of the controllers have been men
